GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Water . Satisfactory  in  quality  hut  in  some  places  not  in 

quantity!  carting  had  to  be  carried  out  in  3 villages  in  the  year. 
The  public  piped  supplies  are  tested  quarterly  from  the  taps, 
annually  from  the  source.  The  tests  are  bacteriological  only. 
Pluloo-so  Lbency  has  never  been  suspected.  No  action  has  been 
necessary  in  the  year  for  contamination. 

The  proportion  of  houses  supplied  by  stand-pipes  is  23^5  that 
direct  to  houses,  4^.  These  are  approximate  only,  many  persons 
go  long  distances  fer  water  and  also  obtain  it  from  others  with  a 
piped  supply  by  courtesy. 

Milk.  Ncj  tuberculosis  specimen  has  been  found.  Pasteurised 

milK  is  stilf"  hbtai.nable  in  a few  places  near  towns.

Sewerage , No  further  extension.  Pressingf ield  and  Botesdaie 
s till  need  a scheme  in  the  future. 

Rat  ridden  and  fly  infested  dumps  are  a frequent  source  of  sanitary 
crime.  Central,  without  constant  visiting,  is  difficult  and 
divided  responsibilities,  and  even  ownership,  render  the  position 
even  more  unsatisfactory. 

Housing  is  still  in  abeyance  but,  with  adequate  staffing,  the 
survey  could  be  readily  started.  Many  .records  remain  of  bad 
houses  and  the  passing  of  time  has  only  intensified  the  bad 
condition  of  those  still  in  use.
